London, Sept. 8.— Although it was 
generally understood that tho Houso of 
Lords would reject tho Homo Hulo bill to- 
night, the Houso did uot (ill up until after 
tho dinner hour, popular interest centring in 
Clio speech of tho Marquis of Salisbury, who 
wua not expected to riso until towards mid 
night. In? tho meantime Baron Herschol, 
Baron Monkswoll and tho Biahop of Ripon 
had spoken to half empty benches. After 9 
o'clock tho sceno out6ido and insido tho 
Mouse livened up, as members and visitors 
began streaming in. Tho peeresses', strangers' 
and diplomatic gallories showed few vacant 
seats. Conspicuously occupying a portion 
of the area of the House were 
twenty-two bishops uttirod in their 
episcopal robes with lawn sleeves. 
The Archbishop of Cantorbuiy, tho BtBhop 
of London, the 15 shop of Oxford, and every 
notable church dignitary were present. 
Members of tho Hou-oof Commons crowded 
the receuBea and standing-room u round tho 
throno. Hio lobbies had so many people 
that they wero impassible until tho polico 
received orders to cleur tliem. Outside of 
the-Parliumeut Iioubos organize d bands from 
Conservative workiugmen'o clubs, spoially 
formed to incite a jubilant demonstration on 
the rejection of the Home Rulo bill, began 
to assemble at 10 o'clock. Some hint of 
their intention having reached tho Radical 
workingmen's clubs and Irish societies, 
small detachments of these soon appeared on 
the scene. As a brawl was fear- 
ed, tho police, having been rein- 
forced, broke up tho different groups and 
kept them moving. Many of tho Tory 
clubsmen, finding their ovations scheme 
balked, then cleared off, and tho crowd out- 
outsiue diminished as time passed without 
tho announcement of divisions. The debato 
in the House reached the ucme of dullness 
in Karl Morley's manderings against tho 
bill. A number of other peers were on the 
roll to speak, but a sense of wearinesB affect- 
ed them as woll as tho Houso generally, so 
Lord Salisbury, seeing a chance during a 
momentary pause, rose at 10:30 o'clock, 
amid rapturous cheers, and began his 
speech. 

Lord Salisbury Baid ho felt that thore waa 
some satisfaction in occupying tho position 
ho held, that of the last person to speak 
against Homo Rule in tho course of tho 
preset session; but although it was a posi- 
tion of much distinction, it had many 
inconveniences. In particular, ho found 
that tho dobato had already been 
so fully occupied that thoro was little 
new left for htm to say. Throughout tho 
debate the ono question constantly present 
in his mind was, why had tho Government 
introduced such a bill ? On this point tho 
Houbo had received no sufficient cnlight- 
ment. Some peers had defended the bill 
and had mado able speechc-s, without refer- 
ence to the real naturo of tho bill. The 
Lord Chancellor, Lord Herschel, had virtu- 
ally toUlt hem that he did not quite believe 
with the Government on one subject, in 
dealing with the retention of Irish members 
at Wostmiuater, which was an out- 
rage on England, so enormous and 
so grotesque that it was a surprise 
that it had ever found a pluco in the pro- 
posal emanating from a responsible govern- 
ment. Tho Lord Chancellor had declared 
that he was not inclined to associate him- 
self with so desperate a clause, but would 
prefer somo other arrangement. Then, in 
dealing with the abandonment of the land- 
lords, tho Lord Chancellor had admitted 
that their fate would bo terrible, but said 
they had brought it on themselves. Finally, 
the Lord Chancellor had finished his account 
of his own intellectual position by pro- 
testing with a vigor thoroughly sin- 
against anybody desiring to 
know the real opinion of any cabinet 
member upon a cabinet bill. The Secretary 
of Foreign Affiiirs (Lord Roseberry) also had 
avoided the burning subjects underlying 
the Government's policy. Tho problem 
which the Foreign Secretary seemed to havo 
et himself to solve was how in an bout's 
peech to avoid giving pledges that might 
ic inconvenient in the future, and ho had 
solved the problem with absolute success. 
(Laughter.) The Foreign Secretary had 
surrounded the dawn of tho his- 
tory of Gladstone's Homo Rulo in 
INS,") with a brilliant atmosphere, 
of legend thut would doubtless delight 
tic critics in the future Ho bad im- 
plied that in lSN.j tho Conservatives had 
suddenly interruptcdjthc current of coercive 
legislation and had taken the ground from 
ler the feet of tho Liberals, rendering it 
impossible for them to assume that policy 
i tho future. But in Juno, 18S.">, when tho 
[vision was taken that terminated tho ex- 
istence of the Liberal Government, they hud 
produced a singlo clauso reviving or 
perpetuating coercion. 

During tho Bubaequent puriod in which 
the Conservatives had held offioe, their in- 
tention wus announced to strengthen the 
Irish criminal law. Those, therefore, who 
had professed a change of opinion, because 
the Conservatives had not been sufficiently 
prompt in enforcing the criminal law, bad 
mado moat miserable excuses. Much hud 
been said of tho benefits of autonomous gov- 
rnment, but there had not been for a cen- 
tury a statesman bold enough to proposo 
that an autonomous colony should send 80 
members to the Imperial Parliament, repre- 
senting no interest in England and 
bound by no responsibility with respect 
to tho possible application of laws that 
Parliament passed. Tho absurdity of such 
a position was enough to send a man to 
Bedlam. How could they got rid of Irish 
questions in tho presenco of eighty members 
seeking to make themselves marketable 
w ires in negotiations with the ministers J 
Would theso men, sent by Archbishop 
Walsh, bo quiet on questions of religion and 
education J What appeared to shine visibly 
through t'.ll arguments was that Home Rule 
win a policy of despair, that Liberals had 
eaid, " You havo failed, wo do not know 
to aucceud, but wo will try Dome- 
thing that' nobody has tried before/' 
What moral or political right had 
any government to ombark upon such an 
experimental policy in Ireland, divided to 
her baso by party conflicts, which during 
soven centurion English rulo had rathor in- 



orouBed than diminished ? Representative 
government never flourished on a soil where 
homogonioty was wanting. This policy 
would bo madness in dealing with ordinary 
men, and more than madness in douling 
with a raeo that for conturios had hated 
England.' Lord Salisbury reminded tho 
Houso of tho opinion tho country held be- 
fore this terrible chango occurred, when the 
Liberal party was solely in tho hands of 
Liberal politicians and not in tho hands of 
deserters. Then, ho said, however much 
they might havo disagreed on local and 
internal questions, ho felt suro that 
on all Imperial questions thoir hearts 
had beaten truo to tho Empiro, as had 
the hearts of tho Conservatives. Macaulay, 
when he sat with tho Liberals, and Glad 
stone, when he sat with tho Conservatives, 
(laughter) hud said that they would regard 
tho repeal of tho Union aa fatal to them- 
selves, and would never consent to it. If 
England had told their Lordships thut sho 
wanted this horror, tho case might have 
been different, but ho believed that to bo 
impossible. As long as England was true 
to herself she would never allow this atro- 
cious dismemberment, this treachery, this 
revolution. Their Lordahipa would bo un- 
true to the duty dovolved upon them from 
their splendid ancestry, and untruo to their 
bighcBt traditions if they failed to reject tho 
bill. (Loud choers. ) 

Lord Salisbury spoke for an hour and a 
quarter. His conclusion was marked by 
quiet eloquence. Somo signs of waning 
vigor wero noticed in him, but theso are, in 
part ut least, attributed to tho oppresaive 
heat in the chamber. The Earl of Kimber- 
loy, Lord President of tho Council and Sec- 
retary of State for India, briefly replied to 
Lord Salisbury. 

Tho Lord Chancellor thon put tho motion 
for tho second reading of tho bill. He 
caused some merriment by crying: "I think 
tho 'Contents' havo it." Very loud and de- 
termined was the rival cry, "Tho 'Non- 
Contents' havo it." 

Tho Houso divided at midnight and tho 
result was tho reception of the motion by n 
vote of -1-19 to 41. 

Tho Marquis of Waterford voted sitting 
and the Earl of Galloway voted while lying 
at full length on a bench. Lord Hoadly re- 
turned from a hunting expedition 
on tho Zambesi rivergj in order 
to be ablo to vote. All tho bis- 
hops went with the majority. The 
announcement of tho result was read with 
laughter, and somo cheering. The House 
was then elearod of spectators and adjourn- 
ed immediately. Outsido of the building 
the police had kept a free circulation dur- 
ing tho evening. At midnight a distinctly 
Unionist demonstration was held, in flour- 
ishing of the Union Jack, the singing of pa- 
triotic airs, and cheering for Lord 
Salisbury, tho Duke of Arsyle 
and Joseph Chamberlain. Sky-rockets 
were sent up from tho precinots of the 
Houso and wero greeted with ringing 
cheers. A few Homo Rulers protested, but 
there was no disordor.

Train Wrecked. 

Di'TTOX, Sept. 8. — A fast expross train 
on tho Michigan Central, en routo to Chi- 
cago, ran into tho rear end of n froight train 
near here. The engine and express wero 
bully wrecked, as also was the baggage car, 
while four othor cars were mado into 
kindling wood. Both engineers escaped by 
jumping, but tho firemiin on tho express wus 
slightly hurt. All passengers wero badly 
shaken up, but no ono was seriously hurt. 

Fire at the Itcll Farm. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 8.— Tho Hour mill, 
elevator, engine Iioubo and office belonging 
to the Bell farm at Indian Head, wero de- 
stroyed by fire, also a car containing ties. 
Total losa about $125,000. The origin of the 
lire is unknown. 

Brandon Dye-Election. 

WlNNii'Kc, Sept. 8.— Tho bye-election for 
Brandon City, to-day, resulted in tho elec- 
tion of Chas. Adams, thoGrccnway Govern- 
ment candidate, by a majority of thirty. 
Tho vacancy waa caused by the unseating of 
W. A. Maedonald, Conservative, and leader 
of tho local Opposition. Mr. Maedonald 
waa again a candidate to-day. His majority 
t last election was twelve. This is tho 
lirat bye-election Bineo the gonoral campaign 
of July, 1892, when the Greenway Govern- 
)t wmh roturned to power by a sweeping 
majority, and thoro was great iuterest in 
the event. 

The Boo Extension. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 8. — Supt. Whyto left 
for Estovan this morning, and whilo west 
will urrungo about a time card for tho Soo 
extension from tho boundary to Pasqua, on 
tho main line. A chango of time will prob- 
ably come into efl'oct about October I.

CAPITAL NOTES. 

The New Knight Makes a Prophecy 
as to Next Year's Seal 
Catch. 



Dominion Government and Inspection 
of Immigrants-Surplus Revenue 
Exceeds Estimates. 



(From our own CorroBDondont.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 8.— Tho Earl of Aberdeen, 
Canada's new Governor-General, is expected 
to reach this country on September 17. He 
will he met at Quebec by the Premier and 
several of tho Cabiuot, and will bo sworn in 
there. 

Hon. Charles Tupper, who was yestorday 
knighted in recognition of his services in 
connection with tho Behring Sea arbitration, 
said in tho course of an interview to-day, 
that tho British sido in tho arbitration had 
to fight hard to Becure permission for 
pelagic sealing, and that they did well to 
get tho regulations they did. " At the 
same time," ho added, "they aro not my 
ideas of what the regulations should be, 
even as a means of preserving seals. They 
aro neither in the interests of tho 
United States nor Canada in that respect, 
and, mark my words, noxt year's catch of 
British vessels will bo the lurgest in tho hiB- 
tory of pelagic sealing. That this great 
slaughter will occur at a time when it may 
bo most destructive to the Bcal species will 
bo tho fault of the regulations. " 

It is stated on tha highest authority that 
tho Dominion Government will not be a 
party to the arrangement made at Montreal, 
yesterday, providing for inspection by tho 
United States officers of immigrants landing 
in Canada and destined for tho United 
States, to seo if they comply with the pro- 
visions of tho alien labor law. Canadian 
steamship and railroad companies, having 
come to such an agreement with two United 
States Commissioners, were naturally anxi- 
ous that the Dominion Government should 
join them in giving tfl'eot to it. The Gov- 
ernment, however, does not approve of the 
arrangement. If other parties de«iro to 
curry it out, doubtless they will bo at per- 
fect liberty to do so, but it will not bo with 
co-operation of the Federal authorities. Mr. 
A. M. Burgess, deputy minister of tho in- 
terior, accompanied Messrs. Stump and 
Henner, the United States Commissioners, 
to Quebec, to show them tho methods pur- 
Bucd by the Canadian quarantine staff in 
disinfecting immigrunta and baggage. On 
his return to Montreal Mr, Burgess waa in- 
vited to be present at tho conference, but 
ho in no way pledged the Government to 
co-operate in tho conclusion arrived at. 

The Minister of Marino and Fisheries was 
overwhelmed with congratulations to-day 
from all parts of Canada, on his accession to 
knighthood. 

J. A. Neway, ono of the executive 
officers of tho National Wallpaper Asso- 
ciation of the United States, is in town, to 
interview tho Customs department on tariff 
matters affecting wallpuper. 

Another divorce application is made by a 
laborer named George Hicks, who lives in 
tho village of Thornton, Simcoo county, 
Ont. Adultery is the ground upon which 
the application ia made. 

Parliament is further prorogued until 
October^. 

The Finance department has made up a 
final statement of revenue and expenditure 
on account of the last fiscal year. The 
revenue is §,'18,131,707; expenditure, $36,- 
745,121 ; surplus, Sl,3SG,r>80, or about 
§130,000 higher than estimated by the 
Finance Minister. 

Tho immigrant branch has taken stops to- 
wards securing release from quarantine of 
cattle of two settlors named Clarke and An- 
dorson, who camo from Idaho and settled in 
Calgary district. The animals wero brought 
into Canada by an unusual route and were 
detained at Osoyooa, in the Okanagan Val- 
ley. It was in reference to their case that 
the Customs Department mado a ruling two 
or three weeks ago. 

The corporation of Now Westminster 
havo deposited with tho Public Works 
Department at Ottawa plans showing the 
bridge contemplated to bo constructed 
across tho Eraser river, and will ask autho- 
rity from tho department within the month.

STANDARD OIL. 

The Big Combine About to Be Dissolved, 

New York, Sept. 8.— Tho plan for tho 
dissolution of the Standard Oil trust, which 
haa been reported by tho committee of trus- 
tees, which began work in March of last 
year, is now comploto, and a meeting has 
been called for tho purpose of winding up 
the trust's affairs. Tho dissolution of the 
trust is tho result of litigation which was 
begun in 1890. An Ohio court issued an 
order requiring tho officers of the 
trust to show reason why tho trust 
should not bo dissolved, on tho 
ground that it bad forfeited its charter by 
an abuse of charter rights. At this timo 
tho trust was operated with a capital of 
51)0,0(10,1100. Tho property, adjudged by 
tho dividends that it produced, being worth 
much moro than tho capital stock, tho court 
decided that tho disposition of tho stock 
ought to be confided to those who hud 
managed its affairs, because thereby tho 
chance of largo Iobscs would be avoided. 
Under this order tho committeo above 
named havo been at work.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 



A Sadden Storm on tho Copper Maud 
Coast Causes a Loss of 
Nino Lives. 



To Load Lumber at Cowichan Mills- 
Salmon Receipts From 
the North. 



The principal nows from the Copper 
Island coast brought by tho sealing sohoon 
or Fuwn, Capt. Magnesen, which returned 
homo yesterday, is of tho Iamoutable drown 
ing in a squall, of nine men three of whom 
belonged to the craft. Tho three from 
tho Fawn wero F. Turner, whoso wifo and 
family reside on the Songhoea Indian ro 
servo; J. A. Jensen, a Dane, and C. Olson 
They had left their vessel in a small boat in 
search of seals on a morning when tho 
weather and sea wero quite calm, but a 
squall aroso whilo thoy wore out, which evi- 
dently terminated their careers, for thoir 
boat was afterwards picked up and re- 
turned to the Fawn by the schooner Tri- 
umph. On tho day of tho squall six 
of tho crew of a Japanese sealer met a sim- 
ilar fate. They had, like their white com- 
panions in misfortuno, been out in two 
boats hunting when tho Btorm overtook 
them, capsizing their craft and placing them 
at the mercy of tho wild seas. Nor is this 
tho only misfortune tho Fawn has had, 
for on her homeward trip another storm 
waB encountered, which smashed in ono of 
her stern boats. Capt. Magnesen says he 
heard of no seizures during his expedition, 
nor saw any Russiun cruisers. Ho says tho 
vessels which were on tho Copper Island 
coast earliest in tho season are the most sue 
cessful, as, for instanco, the Triumph had a 
catch of 400 skins when tho Fawn spoke her 
before starting for Victoria. The catch on 
the whole, however, will bo small, as the 
seals arc scarco and the weather has been 
mo3t unfavorable for hunting. As for tho 
Fawn's own catch, she received 77 skins on 
the Russian coast, bringing her total catch 
for the season up to over 900. 

THE "LYMAN D. FOSTER " ARRIVES. 

The American schooner Lyman D. Foster, 
727 tons, Capt. D. Dwyer, arrived in Royal 
Roads yesterday morning, 23 doys out from 
San Francisco. Sho will leavo for Cowichan 
in tow of the tug Mystery to day, where Bhe 
will load lumber for Sydney, on account of 
Robert Ward & Co. Ltd., ut tho rate of 
27s, Cd. Tho schooner's voyage was un 
oventful, her skipper having sighted but 
few suits Binco leaving San Francisco. 

A Hid LOAD OK SALMON. 

The steamship Danube returned from tho 
North with a big cargo of salmon yesterday 
morning, consisting of 20,185 cases, which, 
shortly after her arrival, she commenced 
discharging at tho outer wharf. Hor cargo 
in detail was as follows : 350 oasts for trim 
shipment over tho N; P.R. 7,625 for ship 
ment over the C. P. R., and 12,210 caBee 
for the bark Routonbeck. The Danube 
brings very little news of importance from 
the North. Tho cannorics are all through 
fishing now, hut some have not yot com- 
pleted their packs. The Standard Canning 
Co. have yet 1,1100 cases of salmon to ship 
down.

Good Passenger List and Heavy 
Cargo— The New Line 
Doing Well. 



Old World Travellers Choosing the 
Canadian Route— Hawaiian 
Visitors to Victoria. 



Seventy passengers and upwards of o 
thousand tons of freight is the excellent 
manifest of the Canadian-Australian Royal 
Mail Steamship Warrimoo, Captain J. C. 
Arthur, R.N.R., which arrived, on lior 
second trip, at Victoria ubout 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Tho Warrimoo loft 
Sydney on August 17, arriving off Brisbane 
at daybreak on August 19, and leaving 
there about -1 o'clock in tho afternoon, after 
having taken ou several passengers and con- 
siderable cargo. The latter consisted mainly 
of pineapples, oranges and other fruits, pre- 
served meats, and a good sized consignment 
of arrowroot, The French ship Francois 
Arago was lying in Moreton bay, having on 
board the cable to bo laid from Queensland 
to New Caledonia, as tho initial link in 
what is expected to be the first Transpacific 
lino to Canada, and while the Warrimoo was 
at anchor, flig salutes were exchanged with 
tho Queenslund Government steamer, which 
had brought down a ministerial party to 
visit tho cable ship. The Warrimoo arrived 
at Honolulu about noon on August 21, und 
tho passengers spent a delightful afternoon 
and evening ashore, taking in the sights of 
tho pretty little tropical town while daylight 
lasted and in tho evening listening to the 
catchy music of tho Hawaiian band at a 
concert given in tho gardens of the Hotel 
Hawaii on account ■.•[ the mail steamer's 
presence in port. As usual, there was a 
great lot of cargo awaiting transhipment 
from Honolulu, and about thirty passengers 
had booked from there, the new line and 
tho rail routes with which it connects prov- 
ing to bo excotdingly popular with tho 
tourists and business people alike. Tho run 
to Victoria was mado in a few hours over 
seven days. The voyage throughout was 
uneventful. Fine weather was experienced 
all the way across, except during the last 
two days, when there was rain with heavy 
mist, but stiff head winds delayed progress 
between Sydney and Honolulu. From the 
latter port to the straits of Fuca the sea was 
calm as possible, and a light refreshing 
breeze added to the pleasuro of tho trip 
until tho warm latitudes were passed. 
Having landed tho mails and a small 
portion of the cargo for this port 
the Warrimoo continued on her 
journey to Vancouver. Many of the through 
passengers remained over to spend a day in 
seeing Victoria. The advantages offered by 
this lino as part of the most direct routo to 
England and tho chief cities of the United 
States are already well recognized in Aus- 
tralia, and the greater number of tho pas- 
sengers on this trip are booked either to the 
old world or tho cities of the United States, 
including quito a large World's Fair con- 
tingent.

THE CAROO. 

Victoria claimed the greater part of the 
cargo, either for salo here or for tranship- 
ment to the Sound, tho figures showing 3,- 
243 packages to be lunded here and 1,451 
packages tor Vancouver. Tt will bo noticed 
that bananas, all from Honolulu, make up 
a very considerable proportion of tho whole 
shipments', and there are again large quanti- 
ties of oranges and pino-appleB from Austra- 
lia. The fuvorable opinions given of tho 
samples of Australian wine, sent by a former 
boat, have resulted in a good-sized shipment. 
A case of pasbion fruit, consigned to Van- 
couver, is expected to be productive of a 
good order, should the fruit be found in 
proper condition. Besides tho frozen mut- 
ton there is a lot of canned beef. Sample 
lots of timber and of hides have been sent 
with the expectation of opening up a trade 
in these lines.

W r ookly Hawaiian Gazetto, and tho Daily 
»ud Weekly Kuokoa, n well written shoot 
in the native Hawaiian language, which, la 
English would bo cullod tho Independent. 
They issue also the Planters' Monthly Maga- 
zine, and that moat interesting of guide 
books — the Tourists' Guide to the Hawaiian 
Islands. Before tho revolution abolished 
all such titles, this gentleman waa tho 
"Hon." H. M. Whitney, having been for 
a long time one of tho twenty-four Privy 
Councillors of tho late King Kalakuua, and 
for ninu years (two terms) he wus also tho 
Hawaiian Postmaster General, an oflico cor- 
responding to that of the deputy head of a 
Canadian department. Mr. Whitney is 
taking a holiday, and will visit tho World's 
Fair. 

Mrs. W. Brown and Miss Townloy, of 
Vancouver, return after a week pleasantly 
spent at Honolulu. 

T. W. Harvey, lately of Vancouver, has 
ugaiu come to look after tho large shipments 
of fruit ho has made from Honolulu, his 
present headquarters, 

Col. Fee/, is a vory well known traveller 
and is now making bis second call ut Vic 
toria, the former occasion being in 1890. 
His military setvico has been with the Ger- 
man army in his youth, und latoly with tho 
Queensland defence force, of which ho was a 
prominent olficer. Col. Feez waa very 
successful in business and mining ventures 
in Queensland, notably in connection with 
the famous Mount Morgan gold mine, in 
which he has still u large interest. When 
last in Canada ho made a profitable invest- 
ment iu Manitoba farm lands. He will go 
to the World's Fair, via Seattle, and thenco 
proceed to Germany, between which coun- 
try and Queenslund he has very impartially 
divided his time of lato. Tho Colonel, 
though born 07 years ago, is a young man in 
everything except years, and was the life of 
the party on shipboard. 

J. A. Jamieson, who is a solicitor of high 
standing in Edinburgh, and D. Cowan, 
member of a leading stock broking firm in 
the samo city, have Bpcnt a fow months in 
Australia as the representatives of Scottish 
depositors in the embarrassed banka there, 
They ore oh their way home, via Chicago, 

J. G. Rothwell, secretary to tho Post- 
master-General at Honolulu, is spending 
hie vacation in a trip to the States. It is 
hia intention to represent to the U.S. postal 
authorities at Seattle the advantage of 
utilizing the new steamship line for tho 
transmission of Sound mails to Honolulu, 
whenever by so doing quicker dispatch can 
bo secured. He will also moko inquiries 
into tho parcel post arrangements in Can- 
ada, with a view to Hawaiian participa- 
tion. Mr. Rothwell is an Englishman, from 
Kent, who has been about fifteen years in 
Honolulu, and the efficiency with which he 
had conducted tho business of his office 
enabled him to retain it when tho Royalists 
gave place to tho present Provisional Gov- 
ernment. 

^ [Charles Gay is a sugar planter, of Kauai 
Island, the Makaweli sugar plantation, with 
which he is connected, being about the 
largest in the group, The plantation is on 
land which loDg lay idlo because of the 
great expense necessary in order to irrigate 
it, though the two rivers between which it 
lay could supply unlimited water. At length 
a company was organized in Scotland, with 
a capital of two million dollars, t-o lease 
the land from Gay & Robinson, tho owners, 
the rental being a percentage of the crop. 
Local men Bubscribcd a large proportion of 
the capital. Tho enterprise promises to be 
a huge success. Tho first crop, just taken 
in, amounted to 14,000 tons of sugur, and it 
ia expected that next yearthcre will be 15,01)0 
tons. The company have what is said to bo 
the finest and most successful diffusion plant 
ever put up, 

Lieut. C. Feilke, of the German army, 
is on his way home after a leave of abscuco 
spent in Honolulu. Ho is accompanied to 
America by his cousin, Franz Bucholtz, 
manager of a sugar plantation on tho 
Islands. 

H. H. Williams, tho principal furniture 
dealer of Honolulu, is making a holiday und 
business trip to the United States. Mrs. 
Williams is with him. 

T. D. Datte is an official of the Japuneso 
immigration bureau at Honolulu, and has 
come on a visit to some of Mb countrymen 
in this part of the world. 

J. D. Taylor is the member of the 
Colonist staff who went down by tho 
Miowera, on her first trip, to inquire into 
the prospects of Australian trade.

AN OUTRAGEOUS PROCEEDING. 

Tlio manner in which tho merchants of 
Victoria have been troated with respect to 
tho landing of freight from tho Warrimoo is 
only another instanco of tho unjust way 
in which tho Canadian Tiiuific treats Vic- 
toria whenever it has a chanco to do it an 
injustice. The Warrimoo had on board 
3,243 pick.igea of freight for Victoria and 
1,857 for Vancouver. It is plain that it was 
tho duty of the agont of tho steamship to 
have the freight for Victoria landed with 
the least possible delay. There could be no 
excuse for departing without discharging 
tho whole of it at its port of destination. 
But, instead of doing what common sense 
and business obligation required, tho (J.P.R. 
agent ordered the vessel to go on to Van- 
couver when but a very Bmall part of her 
freight for Victoria was landed, con- 
trary to tho promise given by tho agent 
but a very short time previous to tho 
steamer's departure. 

Tho explanation given on behalf of the 
agents of tho steamship company does not 
mend matters. It is that they have made 
a new arrangement by which freight for the 
Sound is to bo forwarded from Vancouver 
instead of from Victoria, where it can be 
handled with moat convenience to shippers 
and consignees alike. No notification of 
this change wus given to tho shippers, and 
in consequence the packages for Victoria 
and for the .Sound were so mixed in tho hold 
of the veaael that they could not be readily 
separated. To savo themselves trouble, 
arising solely from their own inconsiderate 
action, tho agents deliberately sacrificed the 
interests of all tho Victoria merchants to 
whom fruit had been shipped, in violation 
of a pledge distinctly given when 
the first vessel of tho lino arrived. Mr. F. W. 
Ward, the representative sent by the Steam- 
ship company from Australia, then pleaded 
ignorance of the geographical situation, and 
Baid : " We wero strangers on tho first 
trip, and did not know just how to proceed. 
We understand the situation now, however, 
and each steamer will in futuro tie up at 
the outer wharf, on both inward and out- 
ward passages, and handlo all Victoria 
business directly there." 

The whole proceeding is looked upon as 
an outrage by the mercantile community 
in the city. They say it is of a piece with 
the treatment Victoria has hitherto received 
at the hands of the C.P.R. There are eomo 
who declare that those who have played 
Victoria this mean and shabby trick will 
gain nothing by what some of them may re- 
gard as their cleverness. 

Til Bl PERVERSIONS. 

Tho City Engineer's letter to the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen of the 1th iost., 
contains the following sentence : " The con- 
tracts being executed by Mr. P. Adams and 
Messrs, Harrison & Walkley, comprise the 
Cook and View street drains and some of 
their principal branches, tho drainage 
from all of which it is proposed to convey 
into the outfall sower near Southgatc street, 
through which it will bo discharged at 
Clover Point, provision being made by 
means of an overflow to allow only so much 
of tho slorm water (?)to empty into the 
main sower as will not overtax its cupacity 
for carrying off sowerago until tho popu- 
lation of tho city is far greater than it is at 
present." 

We havo italicisod tho words " storm 
wator " in tho above sentence to ask whether 
— if tho drains und their branches uro con- 
verted into sowers aa is proposed by mem- 
bers of tho City Counoil — tho liquid so 
carried down to tho "outfall sowor " can 
ho proporly called " storm water." Will it 
not be tho Hushing of a sowor that very 
badly noodod oloansing ? Provision, tho 
roador aoos, is made to allow tho fluid or 
somi-fiuid, if there is too much of it, to flood 
tho land near tho outfall. Is that soil of Buoh 
a naturo as will readily absorb the sowage, 
or will it remain on tho surfaco unabsorhed, 
a nuisanco spreading not only offensive 
gases but diBOaso ovor a considerable area. 
Tho residents of that part of Cook stroot 
cannot fool comfortablo at tho prospect 
opened up to them by Mr. Wilmot'a lottor. 



They know now that some members of tho 
City propoao to convert the Viow streot 
drain and somo of its principal branches 
into sowers, to allow tho sowugo to run into 
tho Cook stroot drain, and then, when thoro 
is too much of it for tho sowor to carry 
away immediately, to allow it to spread 
ovor tho ground near thoir dwellings. 
Wh it do thoy think of UiiB plan ? Do they 
intend to submit to it passively and in 
silouco ? 

Then, thoro is another viow of thi3 beau- 
tiful sohemo. The Cook streot drain is 
large, and tho pipo which conveys the scw- 
ago to Clover Point is comparatively 
small. Tho pipo was nover intended to 
convey storm water to tho Boa. This storm 
water holds in suspension solid substances 
called silt, which must form a sediment in 
the pipe and in timo choko it or greatly 
impair its carrying capacity. Ia it in ac- 
cordance with common boubo to allow tho 
abominable mixturo of Bewaga and storm 
water to flow into a pipo whioh was nover 
intended to bo a passugc for tho storm or 
surface water ? 

Tho " outfall sower," near Southgatc 
atreet, is part of tho separate system of 
sewers; members of Council proposed to 
make it part of a combined system of their 
own devising, a system which lias been re- 
jected by tho authorities and which is not 
only not authorised by law, hut ia in direct 
contravention of law. 

Wo should like to know who it was that 
authorised tho dischurge of tho Cook atreot 
surface drain into the outfall sower, and 
who permitted householders to connect 
thoir dwellings with tho Viow streot and 
other surfaco drains ! If wo uro rightly in- 
formed, tho consent of the Council has nover 
been obtained to either of these extraor- 
dinary and, ua we contend, altogether illegal 
proceedings. Converting tho surface drains 
into sowera and making the outfall sewer do 
duty both of sewer and surface drain is, we 
undorataud, the work of men who had not 
tho slightest warrant for what thoy did. 

SEWER AND DRAIN COMMISSION- 
ERS. 

It will bo within tho memory of our read- 
ers that on two occasionaby-laws for thecon- 
struction of aoombinedsystem of sewers wero 
submitted to the ratepayers and wero de 
feated. In 1S91, tho separate system, to bo 
constructed uuder tho control of Sewerage 
Commissioners, was proposed; tho Commis 
sioners having been appointed by by-law, 
tho loan to initiate tho works was carried by 
a large majority. Without tho appointment 
of tho Commissioners it is very doubtful 
whether tho ratepayers would have author- 
ized a loan. 

The proceedings of tho Council in 1S92 
and 1893 cloarly showed tho public tho 
desire of several of its members to ignore 
the Commissioners, and to vest the whole 
control of Bower and drain construction in 
the Council. This, we contend, is a direct 
breach of faith with tho public, who havo 
shown their opinion of the matter on two 
occasions by refusing to provide funds to bo 
expended at tho discretion of tho Council 
for tho contiuuance and completion of the 
work. 

How docs the case stand now ? The 
Council aro appropriating a fund, voted for 
an entirely different purpose, viz : for tho 
construction of surface or storm water 
drains, to build sewers — for it ia obvious a 
surface drain, to which eoweruge is admit- 
ted, becomes a sewer, and moro, it becomes 
a sewer of the combined system, which has 
twice, and with good reason, been rejected 
by tho ratepayers. 

When the Koyal Commission sat to in- 
vestigate the alleged misdeeds of s previous 
Counoil, ono of tho most serious charges 
mado was that of spending money, voted for 
ono purpo»e, upon another. Tho expendi- 
ture to which wo refer is not made unwit- 
tingly, but uftor repeated warning, and wo 
are not sure that the members of the Council 
who havo authorized the course now being 
pursued cannot bo hold porsonully respon- 
sible for every dollar of tho drainage fund 
which has been so improperly expended. 

Tho public havo in tho most emphatic 
manner forbidden the Council to construct 
sewers; though it is probablo that if tho 
ratepayers wero certain that the Counoil 
would act in good faith, and vest tho con- 
trol of the expenditure in commissioners, a 
general desire for the completion of tho sys- 
tem would he evinced, most of tho rate- 
payers being fully aware that the work 
c irried out by tliu Commissioner! would bo 
better aud more faithfully performed and 
that the percentage for ealaries ami super- 
intendence would bo considerably less 
than that incurred for public works of any 
description under tho solo control of tho 
Council. 



dor his instructions. Pacta which oven the 
Now York Evening Post has at length dis- 
covered. 

This, however, is a small matter. It is 
not this or that administration, but the 
United States, which is rospoimiblo. Pay- 
ment should bo prompt, voluntary and un- 
solicited. It should meet all the needs and 
demands of the caso. Such action, both 
honorable and polite, ia certain to add to 
tho position of the United States boforo tho 
world and render moro likely u resort in tho 
futuro to international arbitration in dis- 
putes to whioh tho United States is a 
party. 

No ono can honestly gainsay what tho 
Press has stated. Tho arbitration has found 
that the Uuited States had not tho shadow 
of a right to make tho seizures. It follows, 
then, that in making those seizures tho 
United States grievoualy wronged tho own- 
ers of tho British vessels. Tho only honor- 
ublo or honest courae which the United 
States Government can now pursue is to 
muke full and speedy reparation for the in- 
jury done. There can bo no excuso for 
either hesitation or iloluy. Tho right thing 
to do can bo seen ut a glanco, and the men 
whoso proporty waa illegally taken from 
them, and whoso business waa damaged and 
in somo cases ruined, have already suffered 
too long. Wo hardly think that in so plain 
a cuso tho United States Government will 
purauo a pettifogging course, but will, as 
tho Philadelphia I'ress suggests, make what 
reparation it can spontaneously and 
promptly.

VERY SAVAQB. 

Tho San Francisco Call is very far indeed 
from being satisfied with the award of tho 
Behring Sea arbitrators. It ia greatly dis- 
appointed and it ia at no pains to conceal 
its dissatisfaction. In a late number it says : 

The Chicago Inter Ocean considers it a 
" deeply significant and highly encouraging 
fact that no tribunal for tho settlement of 
an international difficulty has li.'en organ- 
ized which did not accomplish its purpose." 
From present appearances the Behring Sea 
arbitration accomplished its object uomo- 
whut too effectually. Its obji ct waa to 
settle a dispute ; the dispute is settled by 
practically removing tho cause. Under 
tho decision the United States has no right 
in tho seals which will warrant the expense 
of protecting that right. So completely is 
tho title of tho United State* to property in 
seals extinguished that it may bo thought 
wise policy to extinguish aeal life so far as 
tho l'rybiloff Islands are concerned. This, 
at least, is tho course suggested by ex-Secre- 
tary Tracy as a proper one to take in caso 
tho right of property in sealB should bo 
denied. If tho Uuited States should kill 
the wholo herd of seals while they are 
domiciled on tho islands there would be no 
moro work for poachers, and there would 
bo no seal problem to disturb tho relations 
of tho United States and Kngland. 

Thero is no chanco of tho United States 
Government carrying out tho threat sug- 
gested by ex-Secretary Tracy. The Com- 
mercial Company has got too good a thing, 
and it has too many friends in high places 
to permit such a proposal us a general mas- 
sacre of tho seals merely for spite being 
listened to for a moment. 



"A CLEAR NATIONAL DUTY." 

The above is the titlo of an articlo in tho 
Philadelphia Press, written in tho interests 
of common justice. This is tho articlo : 

Presidont Cleveland and Secretary Gresh- 
am now havo tho ollicial text of the award 
mado by the International tribunal, at 
Paris. 

It oroatea a clear national duty, In 1880, 
18S7 and 1889, tho United States seized, or 
waivod, twenty British vessels in liehring 
Sea. Tho tribunal ut Puris hud no right to 
UBseas dumugcB for these vcssols, or oven to 
say that damages should bo paid ; but it 
was empowered to decide whether tho 
United States had a right to make those 
seizures, and it decided that this country 
had no right to muko them. 

This deoisiou ia enough. President Clovo- 
land, without waiting for a demand from 
Grout Britain, ought to go to Congress for 
authority to provido for an international 
commission to find what these damages are, 
and to pledge tho United States to thoir 
payment. 

President Cleveland is tho moro hound to 
do this, because theso aeizures wero origi- 
nally mado on tho ordors of a member of his 
Cabinot, Socrotury Manning ; thoy wero ro- 
peatcd by Secrotary Fuirchild, and con- 
demnation proctedinga wero curried on at 
Sitka by a representative of tho Depart- 
ment of Justice, while Attornoy-Goneral 
Garland wbb its head, and, presumably, un-

ED. MUTCH IS FEEE. 



The Prosecution Characterized as 
Reius: Disgraceful to All 
Concerned In It. 



Peculiar Story Told by the Prosecu- 
tor-He Lost His Money 
Some Other Way. 



THERE is one great satisfaction to music 
lovers who attended tho concert given by 
tho Beasy Children Concert Co in The Vic- 
toria last evening, und that ia that a similar 
programmo to tho ono rendered will bo pro- 
vided for to-night's performance. The fact 
that little Violotta Beasy ia small, and very 
small, for a violinist of her reputation, bus 
nothing to do with tho quality of her music, 
which is simply marvellous. Her nimble 
little fingers seemed to bo naturally adapted 
to the finger board. Although perhaps her 
playing caused tho greatest aBtouishment in 
tho audience, sho waa not tho only star in 
the company. Miss Jennio Beasy, her senior 
in point of yoars, literally delighted her 
hoarera with music both from tho violin and 
piano. Every selection aho played mot with 
encores, which wero so vigorous on several 
occasions that nothing but her reappear- 
ance terminated them. Tho various and 
many expressions she gave to her music wero 
inspiring and showed rare cleverness. Thoro 
aro two other accomplished little _ lady 
musicians in tho company whoso ability in 
manipulating tho violin bow drew much ad- 
miration.

Mr. Justice Drnko sat yesterday in tho 
Assize court room as trial judge in the cuso 
of Regina v. Edward Mutch, the prisoner 
having elected to take speedy trial. Mr. 
A. G. Smith, Deputy Attorney-General, ap- 
peared on behalf of tho Crown, Mr. D. M. 
Eberts, Q. C, defending, while Mr. J. P, 
Walls watched tho case on behalf of the hack- 
man, O. M. Crosier, who waa interested, hia 
being tho vehicle in which tho alleged rob- 
bery took place. 

Heunaker, tho man who lost tho S!)0 
which tho prisoner was charged with steal- 
ing, told a long story, repeated undor a 
searching croas-examination of tho happen 
ing of the day of the alleged larceny. He 
admitted having been drinking considerably 
with Mutch, told how ho visited varioua 
saloons, and finally went for a hack drive to 
sober up, and how, when ho was in the 
hack, ho hail seen and felt the prisoner go- 
ing through his pockets, but ho was para- 
lyzed—powerless to offer any resistance or 
make any outcry. 

The other ovidenco called was lengthy, 
but did not go to substantiate that of the 
prosecutor, except in bo far as it related to 
his having exhibited a sum of money in bills 
at the Occidental hotel. Crosier, tho hack- 
man, contradicted his testimony in im- 
portant particulars, and tho prisoner being 
examined under tho provisions of the new 
criminal code, told a straightforward story 
of what hud occurred so far as ho could re- 
member, as both lie and the prosecutor were 
pretty drunk at the time. Two witnesses 
who were called proved the previous good 
churacter, and then Mr. Eberts for the de- 
fend: mado a strong argument in favor of 
his client. 

His Lordship in directing the discharge of 
the prisoner reviewed the evidence ut Home 
length, showing its inconsistencies and dis- 
agreements und declaring that the prose- 
cution was one which was disgraceful to all 
concerned, it having resulted from what 
could not bo characterized as other than 
a drunken row. He held that it had been 
proved that tho prosecutor had lost some 
money, but thoro was no evidenco to show 
that it hud been stolen by the prisoner, 
while every presumption from tho recital of 
what had occurred was against this. When 
tho prosecutor had been taken to the police 
station by tho haokman because ho did not 
pay hia fure, ho only said ho had lost his 
monoy, and did not suggest that it had 
been stolen until he had recovered from his 
debauch. His Lordship did not feel that, 
taking into consideration all tho ovidence, 
ho, as a jury, could find tho prisoner guilty, 
and ho tlioreforo acquitted him.

London, Sept. 8.— A dispatch to the 
Central Nowb, from Rome, says tho Pope, 
to-day, gave un audience to a number of 
American priests, und promised within a 
few days to provide for the occupation of 
vacant dioceses in America, Ho alluded, 
with regret, to tho death of tho liiiihop of 
Hartford. 



To Inspect EuilKrauls, 

Montreal, Sept. 8.— It has boon finally 
decided that tho United States ahull estab- 
lish an inspection of emigrants ut Quebec 
for tho enforcement of tho Alien labor aot. 
Tho last of tho conferences on tho subject 
was held to-day and an agreement was 
reached whereby tho Canadian authorities 
will put no obstacles in the way of having 
all emigrants inspoctod at Quebec.

New York, Sept. 7.— George S. Jones, 
vice-president of tho North American com- 
pany, eccretacy of tho St. Paul & Northern 
Pacific, and president and receivor of tho 
Norfolk, Albermarlo & Atlantic railroad is 
dead. 



Aid, A. L. Belyea, who, at the hist meet- 
ing of tho City Council, expressed himself 
bo strongly on tho hack stand nuisance on 
Government street, bus now made the first 
practical move iu tho matter and gives tho 
necessary notico that on Monday evening 
next he will introduce a by-law dealing with 
tho question. What it is proposed to do 
with the hucltB is not definitely known, but 
certain it is from Government street they 
must go. 

It ia understood that the now by-law will 
provide several hack stands centrally located 
at various points, any ouo of which will be 
as convenieut, or nearly us convenient, as 
the present one on Government street. The 
express stand question is also to bo dealt 
with, as there arc numerous complaints 
made about tho Yates street nuisance, 
caused by the express horses standing on 
that thoroughfare. It is quito probable 
that amongst other locations provided for 
hack stands the following streets will be 
named : Douglas street from Yates to 
Johnson; Broad atreet from Yates to John- 
Bon, and Fort street from Government west 
to Store or Langley. As it is even more 
important that expresa wagons should bo as 
neur as possible to the mercantile estab- 
lishments, duo provision will bo mado for 
them. They will probably bo placed on 
Vatea from Langley west to Store, on Fort 
from Langley south to Store, and on Bastion 
square from Courthouse south to Store. 
This should provide ample accommodation 
for all, but should tho apace not 
bo suflicient other locations can bo had. 

One of the most important conditions in 
tho by-law will be tho provision that the 
streets where hucka or expresa wagons are 
allowed to stand shall be awept clean every 
morning before 9 o'clock: and tho refuso be 
all carted away. Thia provision will pre- 
vent the presence of the vehicle? and horses 
becoming a nuiaanco and will keep the 
stands clean and attractive at all timea. 

Id Eastern Canadian cities the regulations 
governing hucka and express wagons, more 
particularly aa to stands, are considerably 
more stringent than those in force here. 
For instance, in Montreal it is provided that 
t no time, except at tho depots or wharves 
on the arrivals of trains or steamers, shall 
there bo more than six vehicles on ai y 
stand. Thia rule is very strictly enforce! 1 , 
the result being that thero ia never any 
overcrowding. When hacka or express 
wagons are drawn up in lino on any street 
they must ho at least twenty feet apart ac- 
cording to the regulations. This rulo has 
been law in Victoria, but, as a matter of 
fact, it hua not been satisfactorily carried 
out. Aid. Italy en's by-law, will, it is under- 
stood, make strict regulations for the gov- 
ernment of tho stand, and, as is equally es- 
sential, provide tho means of carrying them 
out. Tho by law will bo introduced ou 
Monday night. 

AT WAsTlINtiTON. 

Nominations of Consuls Made by the I'rcsl- 
deiit-Will Remonstrate With 
Brazil. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8. — The President to- 
day sent the Senate tho following nomin- 
ations : Theodore Runyon, New Jersey, am- 
bassador extraordinary and minister pleni- 
potentiary of the United States to Germany; 
Albert S. Willis, Kentucky, envoy extra- 
ordinary and minister plenipotentiary of the 
United States to tho Hawaiian Islands; 
Henry M. Smytbe, Virginia, minister resi- 
dent and eonxul general of the United States 
to llayti; Ellis Mills, Virginia, consul- 
general ut Honolulu; William S. Carroll, 
Maryland, consul-general at Dresden, Ger- 
many.

Annexation of the Solomon 
Islands. 



Co operative Market Gardening— The 
Unemployed Sent to Dig Gold— 
Canadians Abroad, 



According to tho newspaper files brought 
by the Wurrimoo, sealing and whaling nro 
exciting new interest in Australia, in conse- 
quence of tho reports brought by the Dun- 
dee expedition of lust your to the Antarctio, 
all ships reporting innumerable seals, though 
the whales successfully eludod tho huntors. 
At a rocont meeting of tho Royal Geograph- 
ical Society at Melbourne, a lotter from 
Norway waa read asking assistance in ob- 
taining from the government of Victoria a 
bonus for a proposed commercial expedition 
under Commander Foyn, wbioh ono or two 
scientifio men would bo permitted to nocom- 
pany for the purposo of making observations 
in the Antarctic regions. 

Further particulars of tlio recent annexa- 
tion of piri of tho Solomon group by H.M. 
S. Curacoa, show that thoj islands thus 
taken possession of in the name of Great 
Britain are Bellanguno, Han Christoval, 
Malaytaond 3uadalcanar, all in the south- 
ern portion, which by arrangement with 
Germany has for somo yeara been under 
British influence. The local chief at liell- 
augano was invited on board tho Curacoa 
and there informed of tho British Govern- 
ment's intention, after which ho wat pre- 
sented with a Union Jack and conducted 
ashore with due ceremonial. Shortly after- 
wards Capt. Gibson, with the officers of 
the warship and a company of marines, 
lauded and hoisted the Hag in the presence 
of the chief and a large number of natives, a 
salute then being Sred from the ship's guns, 
much to the astonishment of tho natives. 
The flag was Bubs<quently hoisted on each 
of tho other islands. Tho natives have 
lately beon at. war in tho islands, and tho 
trading cchooner Renard reports passing 
many canoes containing thaheadsof victims. 
Capt. Hrodie, of the Renard, has complained 
to the German consul at Sydney that 
it is impossible for British traders to land 
at the northern part of the Solomon group, 
which is under German protection, owing 
to tho whita settlers being permitted 
to levy a prohibitive tax on the voBsels of 
other nations trading there, though free in- 
tercourse is permitted by Great Britain 
among tho inlands under her control. The 
islands of tho Solomon group are very fer- 
tile, and are said to ba specially adapted for 
sugar growing. British traders hopo that 
the recent annexation will enable a stop to 
be put to tho sale of firearms to tho natives 
by foreigners. 

The railways and tramways of Now 
South Wales, which are the property of the 
Government and managed by a board of 
commissioners, show net earnings of 3.4S 
per cent, for tho year ended Juno MO. The. 
receipts were $16, 000,000 and the expendi- 
ture $9,750,000. The total cost of tho 2,- 
,'$51 miles in operation has been §170,000,- 
000. The Sydney tramway operations, in- 
cluded in the above totals, show a net profit 
of 5 5.1 per cent. 

An extraordinary mishap occurred in 
Sydney harbor lately, an explosion of coal 
gas in tho German bark Amo wrecking the 
vessel and killing the mate, Huns Arfsen, as 
well as injuring several of tho crew nnd 
John Chamberlain, the Bole passenger. Tho 
vessel, which carried 1,500 tons of coal, 
looked a perfect wreck after tho explosion. 

Two directors of tho Mercantile Bank- 
Sir Matthew T )aviea and Frederick Milledgo 
— have curiously escaped trial for fraud in 
connection with the recent failure, in conse- 
quence of the true bill found by the grand 
jury having been thrown out on a tichnical- 
ity. The law provides that for tho grand 
jury the sheriff shall summon not less than 
'_'.'! men, and then proceeds : "The 2.1 men 
so firBt drawn and appearing, or, if 23 shall 
not appear, such of them as do appear, not 
being less than 12, shall ho tho grand jury." 
Attention having been called to the fict 
that one of those summoned was an alien — 
ho was from the United States, and had not 
become naturalized — it was hold that tho 
grand jury was by that circumstance im- 
properly constituted, and therefore that the 
indictment was not valid. This decision 
■was rendered by the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme court, on a motion to quash. 

Co operative farming was recommended 
by Premier Patterson, of Victoria, to a 
deputation of tho unemployed of Melbourne 
who waited upon him recently to urge that 
the allowance of £10, now made to each 
man who joinB a village settlement or home- 
stead association, should be increased to i'.'iO. 
He Buid that while the individual efforts of 
men going on tho land with an advance oi 
£10 from the State would not result in much 
benefit to the colony, ho believed that co- 
operative effort, for instance in grow ing pro- 
duce for market, or duirying, would be suc- 
cessful. As a result of tho land boom 
thousands of acres of land, once used for or- 
chards or gardens, wore now lying idle, and 
he felt sure that the ownerB would not ob- 
ject to let it on tribute to men who desired 
to cultivate it on the profit-sharing system. 
This practice, he said, had come strongly to 
the front in England, and had already been 
tried at Melbourne by one owner, with good 
result. 

Pending complete federation, tho Premier 
of Victoria lias suggested, in a letter to tho 
Premier' of New South Wales, that those 
two colonies join in a conference with o, view 
to a treuty for tho freedom of cotnmereo be- 
tween them, thus removing tho irritation at 
present existing on tho border. 

To relievo tho distress at Sydney and in 
tho coal mining district of Newcastle, the 
Government of Now South Wales is offering 
facilities to men to fossick for gold on church 
and school lands in various parts of the col- 
ony whore alluvial mining was formerly car- 
ried on and can still bo made to pay good 
wages, Free railway passes, an outfit of 
implements, and provisions enough to make 
a start on, uro provided. 

Payment of members is to be made a main 
issue nt the general elections in New South 
Wales to bo held shortly. The allowanco is 
£300 a year. Since the principle of pay- 
ment has been udopted a largo number of 
so. culled labor members have been returned 
to tho Legislature, and these have done so 
much talking that, tho sessions are of tre- 
mendous length, with very little work to 
ahow for the time. The session recently 
ended lusted ten montha. Sir George Dibbs, 
tho Premier, has boldly declared for tho 
abolition of puyment, which change ho 
thinks would free tho Houso from those who 
have no other business, and result in moro 
expeditious disposal of public affairs. Sir 
Henry Parkes, who is not unlikely 
to have another term in oQice 
us premier should the coming dec- 
tiona remove tho present Government, 
shrewdly avoids tho issue for tho present,, 
declaring: "I am prepared to assent to tho 
peoplo taking ft plebiscite, and to put it to 
them whether they will have puyment of 
momborB or not. Thoao who talk of dem- 
ocracy cannot object to that, and to those

who talk of democratic majorities I would 
say. lot us settle the question by a major- 
ity." That Sir Henry Parkes, ufter his par- 
liamentary experience of neurly half a cen- 
tury, should give countenance to this rudi- 
cal departure from tho principles <if respon- 
sible government is tho subject oi much 
comment in the preBs. 

A passenger, under an assumed name, by 
tho Warrin.jo on her last trip from Van- 
couver, was arrested upon arrival at Bris- 
bane and hold for extradition on tho charge 
of misappropriating money of his San Fran- 
cisco employers. 

Paul Duflot, who stylos himself "the 
French Canadian healer," was tried at 
Warnambool, Victoria, recently, for tho al- 
leged manslaughter of a married woman 
named Mary Gardiner, whom ho hud treated 
for chronic dyspepsia. Tho evidence showed 
that ho had been several yeara operating in 
the rural districts. Tho triul resulted in ac- 
quittal. 

D. G. Carter Troop, M.A., from Eastern 
Canada, who arrived at Sydney by the Wur- 
rimoo on her last trip, is announced to lec- 
ture throughout Australia on "Canada and 
the Canadians. ' He will also writo descrip- 
tive letters to the press of tho Dominion, 

At tho annual meeting of tho Sydney 
Chamber of Commerce, President Ioglis 
spoke encouragingly of tho new steamship 
connection with Canada. He said : " It is 
pleasing to chronicle tho extonsion of friend- 
ly intercourse and trude towards our great 
sister colony, Canada. The initiation of 
tho Australian-Vancouver direct line may 
bo looked on as a small thing by iome, but 
surely, if wo thought it worth our while to 
expend — and, I fear, partly to waste— some 
£30,000 to £10,000 in displaying our wares 
at Chicago, in tho hopo of tapping tho Am- 
erican market, wo have exercised a not un- 
wise discretion in accepting tho handsome 
invitation of Cunudu, backed up aa that is 
by their liberal subsidy, and we have made 
tho port of Sydney a terminus for one 
moro international line of steamers, which 
it is hoped may bring as increasing profit 
and renown us trado expands," 

A letter published in Melbourne, from a 
prominent citizen who made the trip to 
Canada on tho Warrinnao,on her^ first voyage, 
says : " There are great demands in British 
Columbia for fruit and mutton, and if wat- 
tle bark were sent hero dyeing factories 
would bo opened up, aa furs are twico tho 
value they are in Loudon, because the skins 
are sent thero to bo dressed and dyed, and 
have to bo brought back again for sale. 
The climato iB English, and there are no 
warm nights in the liotteBt summer. I 
have travelled all over tho world, but I do 
not know ft moro pleasant trip than from 
Sydney to Vancouver. 



FRUIT SHIPPERS ANNOYED. 

First Result of Attempting to Handle Sonud 
Freight Away From This l'ort. 

A special meeting of tho British Columbia 
Board of Trade is culled for this morning at 
1 1 o'clock to consider a grievance of the 
Victoria consignees uguinst the Canadian- 
Australian Steamship company. This arises 
out of the fact that the Warrimoo yesterday 
landed only a small proportion of the 
freight consigned to this port, the rest being 
taken on to Vancouver, thence to ho re- 
turned by the daily boat. The consign- 
ments consisted largely of bananas, and 
there is likely to he a heavy loss on account 
of tho perishable nature of tho goods. 

Simon Leiscr was tho principal sufferer 
of the Victoria merchants, only receiving 
109 packages, or about one-fourth of the 
quantity of bananas shipped to him. The 
tact that tho representative of a Vancouver 
house had hud 277 packages landed for sale 
here, caused some irritation, but T. W. 
Harvey, tho gentleman in question, called 
at tho Colonist office, lust evening, to suy 
that his good fortune was duo simply to tho 
fact that his fruit was on top and easily got 
at. When tho steumship officers were 
remonstrated with on account of tho ox- 
pressed intention to proceed without land- 
ing the Victoria freight, they explained that 
on account of its position in tho hold they 
could not get at it until that for tho Sound 
cities was moved, and that tho instructions 
were to unload tho Sound freight at Van- 
couver. This latter arrangement, Mr. Har- 
vey says, will not ho nearly so satisfactory 
as landing tho freight for tho Sound nt Vic- 
toria, as heretofore. Taking it up to Van- 
couver means, in this instance, a loss of two 
days. 

With respect to tho handling of tho Sound 
frciKht, it is explained on behalf of the 
steamship agents, that tho arrangements 
with tho connecting steamers from Victoria 
have not proved satisfactory, and that by 
an agreement lately made a steamer running 
from Vancouver to Seattlo and Tucoma 
will givo a service moro satisfactory, at 
least in point of cost, This arrangement 
not being known at Honolulu tho freight 
Was not this time loaded accordingly. 

The Colonist representative at Vancou- 
ver saw Cupt. Arthur when tho steamer ar- 
rived thero yesterday afternoon, and being 
asked why ho had not discharged tho Vic- 
toria freight here replied, simply : 

"My answer is, 1 was under instructions 
from tho C P. R,, tho agents of tho hurt," 

On Mr. Fullerton, who ia in churgo of the 
business for the C. PR., being questioned, 
at Vancouver, he said : 

"Wo stopped nearly four hours in Vic- 
toria, and discharged all freight for . there 
wo could without hauling over greatly 
mixed curgo, at danger of ruining porishahlo 
freight. Victoria shipments will go forward 
on Saturday,"

Great Development Through Foreign 
Enterprise — How Deposition 
Became a Necessity. 



'Frisco Has Handled a Fifteen Million 
Dollar Trade in Which Canada 
May Now Share. 



Thirty-seven years experience in the 
Hawaiian Islands as a nowspapor publisher 
and public official should make H. M. 
Whitnoy an authority on the affairs of that 
remarkable group, and that gentleman being 
a passenger by the Warrimoo to Victoria, 
the Colonist obtained from him aomo rather 
interesting particulars. 

" My papers," ho said, " support the Pro- 
visional Government becauBO wo beliovo that 
tho revolution— if the deposition of the 
Queen and her ministers can be so called— 
savod tho white population from great in- 
justice and was in the best interests of the 
whole people. In ex-Queen Liliuokalani'a 
ministry thero wore two whites and two 
natives, and in tho legislature of forty-eight 
members about half the number were 
whites. The principal judges and other im- 
portant officials were mostly white men. 
Tho immediate sourco of tho trouble was 
that the Queen proposed, by a new consti- 
tution, to dispossess tho whites of their 
offices and to disfranchise thorn. This could 
not be tolerated, and the whites would, if ne- 
cessary, have fought for their rights, but for- 
tunately they were able to secure themselves 
without bloodshed. Tho mon who took 
office were not adventurers. Associate 
Justice Dole of tho Supremo court, who left 
tho bench to become president of the new 
government, was one of tho most respected 
judges, and bin colleagues are men of stand- 
ing in tho commercial world, who per- 
sonally have nothing to gain, but rather 
much to lose, through giving up their time 
to tho public affairs. Their government has 
been the beat in twenty-five years, a fact 
readily admitted by Minister Blount, who 
camo from Washington if onything pre- 
judiced against them, but after a thorough 
investigation went away quite satisfied that 
tho public business was being very wisely 
conducted. The Queen's intention had been 
to deprive the foreigners of tho very con- 
cessions which they had forced her pre- 
decessor, King Kalakaua, to make when in 
18S7 the popular indignation drove the then 
prime minister, the notorious adventurer 
Gibson, out of the country. She intended 
to do this by meaus of a new constitution so 
sweeping in its unjust provisions that at tho 
first indication of trouble tho only four 
copies in existent wero destroyed or hidden. 
Though a reward of $500 is offered for a 
copy of that document the Provisional Gov- 
ernment has not yet been able to secure one. 

"The Queen listened to vory bad advice, 
for she would have been handsomely dealt 
with after deposition had sho not been so 
stubborn. The crown lands gave her an in- 
come of about SG0,000 a year, and her salary 
was some $20,000, and she might still have 
been in receipt of these amounts but for her 
open hostility to tho provisional govern- 
ment, which led to the cancellation of her 
salary some threo or four months ago, but 
having a good income from her personal 
property she is still well off. This saving 
has helped materially in securing the sur- 
plus of §120,000, the result of tho pro- 
visional government's operations up to the 
present. They have cut off a great many 
useless expenses, including the payments 
made to numerous ' hangerB on ' to the 
Queen. 

"Tho annual revenue of tho government 
is about $1,500,000, made up, roughly 
speaking, of $500,000 from customs, $500,000 
from the personal tax of $5 per head and 
the property tax of ono per cent, on the 
assessment valuation, and $500,000 from 
rentals of government and crown lands, 
trade and other licences, tho school tax, 
land sales and miscellaneous receipts. There 
is only one governing body in tho Islands, 
there being no municipal institutions, so 
that these figures represent tho whole taxa- 
tion. Tho trade licenses run from $50 a 
year for retailers to $500 and upwards for 
wholesale houses, according to tho amount 
of business transacted. Tho revenue from 
land sales is not very large, as the govern- 
ment land is leased by preference, these 
leases being put up at auction and disposed 
of to the highest bidder. Tho term of lease 
ia usually thirty years. 

" The schools aro administered by a 
bureau ot tho tho general government. 
There are about 250 schools and over 10,000 
scholars, with 200 teachers, half of whom 
aro natives. English is taught in all the 
Eehools, and as education is compulsory tho 
rising generation will all be thoroughly 
familiar with tho English language. The 
school system is admirable, and will bear 
comparison with that of any other country. 
It was one of the best achievements of the 
old government, which established it. 

" The labor laws are just, and strictly ad- 
ministered by tho government. All con- 
tracts must be made in the Islands. Tho 
plantation laborers aro from Japan and 
China. Tho Japanese aro sent out under 
tho supervision of their own government, 
which never loses sight of them, govern- 
ment agents in the Islands keeping a record 
of tho movements of every Jap, and a por- 
tion of the laborers' wages being paid to tho 
Japanese consul, to be by him retained un- 
til tho laborers start to return to Japan, 
when they receivo the money to tako with 
them. The contracts aro mado for Uireo 
years, nn a liberal basis. The pay is about 
$12 or §13 a month, besides board and lodg- 
ing, and the head tax of $5 a year is paid 
by the planter in addition. Chinese aro 
only admitted on tho production of proper 
passports, issued by tho Hawaiian consul at 
Hongkong, and tho few who obtain entry 
on passports fraudulently transferred to 
them are returned to China on discovery of 
tho fraud. There is no admission tax, ex- 
cept the $2 hospital fee, which all passen- 
gers, white and other, havo to pay upon 
landing, excepting of courso tho tourists 
making only a short stay. This entitles to 
treatment in tho hospitals in ca?-o of Bick- 
ness. Stowaways aro not allowed to land, 
and if they do get ashore they aro arrested 
and returned. Tho United States law pre- 
venting tho landing of paupers by the re- 
quirement that each immigrant must havo 
§30 at least, will probably be adopted. 

"The population of tho Islands is as fol- 
lows : Japanese 20,900, Chinese 15,300, 
Hawaiian natives 34,000, besides 0,500 half- 
whites. Of other foreigners thero are 18,- 
500, including tho Portuguese. This gives 
a present total population of 95,200, against 
00,000 at the census of 1890. Besides tho 
natives, only tho white foreigners havo tho 
right of franchise. Tho Japanese Govern- 
ment, has been strongly urging, lately, that 
tho Japs should bo i;ivon tho right to vote, 
but to this tho Hawaiian Government re- 
fuses to consent. 

"Though the American population is con- 
siderable, the interests of tho United States 
aro much greater in proportion; in fact they 
overshadow all other interests. Tho Ameri- 
can oapital invested ia about $28,000,000, 
against $5,000,000 British and $2,000,000 by 



Germans and others. Tho oxporta aro al- 
most exclusively to the United States, and 
the imports from that country amount to a 
very considerable value. 

"This capital is invested mainly in the 
sugar plantations, the first of which wero 
established about fifty years ago. Tho sugar 
crop this year will bo about 135,000 tons, 
which, at $75 a ton, represents upwards of 
ten million dollars. All this sugar is scut 
to tho United States, under contract mude 
with tho U. S. Sugar Trust, of which Claus 
Sprockols is tho San Erauoisco agent. Thero 
is no trust in tho Islands, and the contracts 
aro made with tho individual planters, for 
five years, commencing January 1, 1893, 
and under these tho prico paid for Hawaiian 
sugar, delivered at San Erancisco, is to bo 
tho ruling prico of Cuban sugar in Now 
York on the same day. Tho sugar is sent 
in sailing vessels as well as in tho steamers. 
More than ono-third of tho wholo amount is 
carried in Claus Spreckels' ships. All tho 
plantations aro on a largo scale, and operat- 
ed by incorporated companies, but in these 
there arc a great number of small share- 
holders, 

"Bananas aro another sourco of wealth. 
They also are grown mostly by foreigners, 
and tho Chinamen thrive on this industry. 
Most of tho export business is handled by 
ono firm — Marshall & Campbell. They 
send out about 150,000 bunches a year, 
worth, Bay, $75,000. Tho whole trade was 
with San Erancisco until tho new steamers 
gave connection with Victoria and Vancou 
vor. 

"Tho rice raised is largely for homo con- 
sumption, this being about two-thirds of 
tho whole crop of 30,000,000 lbs. Tho rest 
is sent to San Erancisco. Tho rico is grown 
almost exclusively by Chinese, who have 
done wonders ic this line, reclaiming great 
tracts of the swamp lands in which the rice 
thrives, but which had hitherto been ro- 
garded as quite useless. The Chinese rent 
the lands, often paying from $5 to $10 a 
year per acre, and got rich upon tho pro 
ceeds. 

"Sheep raising is another important in 
duatry, and tho family of Sinclairs alono 
have 150,000. Tho wool produced is of 
superior quality and commands a good price. 
It is sent to San Francisco. 

"Other articles of export aro molasses, 
hides, pineapples, oranges and other fruits. 
The alligator pear, which grows in great 
profusion, iB very much in favor, but is 
not yet exported except in small lots, for 
want of cold storage facilities. As an in- 
stance of the value set upon this fruit by 
thoso wdio once acquire a tasto for it, it muy 
be mentioned that cases are shipped in the 
refrigerators of Spreckels' boats, on each 
trip, for tho use of his family and friends. 

"The total exports of tho Islands amount 
to some $10,000,000 a year, on the average, 
and tho importB to $5,000,000. At this rato 
tho Hawaiian Islands would soon becomo 
very rich, but as tho producing capital is 
partly owned abroad, of courso a portion of 
this profit goes out of tho country in inter- 
est and divideuds, There remains, how- 
ever, enough to appreciably increase tho 
general wealth year by year. 

" Tho native Hawaiians have tho reputa- 
tion of being spendthrift and improvident, 
and they very generally deserve it, for it 
seema an impossibility for them to keep 
money. A change for the better is gradual- 
ly being worked, thanks to tho savings 
bank system, which ia popular and produc- 
ing good results. The number of accounts 
open for natives, and the amount on de- 
posit, are growing annually, and to encour- 
age the habit of thrift the Government al- 
lows on small accounts a very liberal rate of 
interest, lately increased to us high as six 
per cent., bo that tho money would not be 
withdrawn becauso of the general disturb- 
ance of business. 

" Tho splendid churches in Honolulu aro 
striking evidence of the wealth of the 
people. The new Congregational church, 
for instance, which cost $150,000, is all paid 
for, though only opened last New Year's. 

" Thero is nothing new in the political 
situation, but we hope that something per- 
manent will soon be decided upon, as trade 
suffers from tho present uncertainty. The 
Provisional Government will probably con- 
tinue to administer affairs until a decision is 
arrived at, whether the time is short or long. 
Should it be determined to continue as an 
independent couutry, under U. S. protec- 
tion or otherwise, tho franchise will pro- 
bably be amended in Bomo way. Tho muss 
of the native population care very little who 
rules. Especially ia this tho caso with 
those living out of Honolulu. 

" Tho former Legislatures wero elected 
for two-year tcrniB, and mot only onco in 
two years unless called for a special session. 
The members were paid $250 a session. At 
their lust Bession tho amount was raised to 
$500 for tho future In tho ordinary course 
the Legislature would be elected next Feb- 
ruary and meet in March or April, to eit for 
about four months, but it is now doubtful 
when one will be elected. 

" Travellers from Canada should bear in' 
mind that only Hawaiian or United States 
coin is current in Honolulu, and all othor, 
even British gold, is subject to a heavy dis- 
count, which is tho case ef English silver is 
often 33 per cent., while Canadian Bilver is 
not taken at all."

The Kaiser Pleased. 

MKTZ, Sept. S. — The Emperor W illiam 
has ordered th»t, in view of tho loyalty 
manifested by the people of Alsace-Lor- 
raine during the visit, all the exceptional 
laws enforced in the two provinces sinco the 
war shall be abolished. After the announce- 
ment of tho order, Chancellor Von Caprivi 
and Prince Von Hoheulohe, governor of 
Alsace and Lorraine, hold a long conference, 
presumably as to the details of its execu- 
tion. 



STRIKING MINERS 

Have Conflicts With the Police In England, 
and Two Aro Killed. 

London, Sept. 8. — During a conflict be- 
tween the troops and rioting striking miners 
at Pontefract, lest night, a miner waB killed 
and another mortally wounded. The rioters 
were out all night, destroying property and 
fighting tho military and police. It was not 
until j o'clock this morning that tho rioters 
were brought under temporary control. The 
rioters are likely to re-assemble at any hour. 
Rioting coal miners in tho neighborhood of 
Wakefield, /oikshire, destroyed much min- 
ing property last night in tho outlying dis- 
tricts. The town is completely in tho hands 
of the rioters to-day; Baloons and stores 
have been plundered. It is feared that un- 
less troop3 arrive the whole town will be 
given over to pillage to-night. 

Not .Mexican SUcep. 

Washington Citv, Sept. S. — A dispatch 
was received from General Wheaton, com- 
manding tho department of Texas, tint 
3,000 sheep seized by Mexican authorities 
on an island on the Rio Grande, where own- 
ership was disputed, belonged to Thomas 
Salins, an American citizen.

Bradstreets' Review-Exports of Wheat 
Larger This Year Than 
Laac. 

New York, Sept. 8, — Bradatrccts to- 
morrow will say: Eor thu first time on re- 
cord American as well us Europoan wheat 
stocks decreased during August. Stocks 
here, in Canada und alloat for, and in Eur- 
ope, aggregated 150,000,000 bushels, on 
September 1; about doublo tho quantity so 
held in 1889, 1890 or in 1891, and more 
than ono third heavier than such supplies 
in 1S92. European supplies increuocil 
slightly last week, while here they fell sway, 
ExportB of wheat from both coasta of the 
United Statea thia week (Hour included) and 
from Montreal were 4,902,000 bushels, 
agaiuBt 5,0912 000 last week, 11,567,000 oue 
year ago, 4,726,000 bushels two years ugo, 
and less than 1,500,000 in tho like weeka 
respectively of 1890 and 18S9. At Toronto 
tiadeis very active, visitors to the Indus- 
trial Pair being free buyers. Relatively 
less improvement in wholeaalo liueB ia re- 
ported from Montreal, Dealers in groceries 
are very cautious, fearing the depression in 
trado in the United States may uffect trado 
in Canada. Bank clearings at Hamilton, 
Montreal, Toronto and Halifax (where trade 
is quiet) aggregated §18,656,000, a gain of I! 
per cent, over tho week before, and of lesa 
than 2 per cent, as compared with the like 

jek in 1892. 

During the first half hour of business on 
tho Stock Exchange to-day tho bears were 
in full possession of the market. Tho an- 
nouncement of un issue of S 10,000.000 bonds 
by one of the controlled companiea of the 
Chicago Gas Company having led to u 
general selling movement, Chicago Gaa 
was tho greatest sufferer in the decline 
which followed, the stock breaking.'!^ to 3J 
in the first few minutes of business. Out- 
sielo of this stock, tho loss waa eeiual to 1 per 
cent, Rock Island, General Electric and 
Union Pacific being prominent in the down- 
ward movement; the bears for tho remain- 
der of tho day were unable to make the 
alighteat impresaion in values after 11 a m, 
The market was strengthened during the 
afternoon by tho cancellation of §55,000 
clearing houBO certificates, a reduction in 
Sterling exchange, the prospect of easier 
money and a rumor that tho Senate will 
shortly vote on the siluer repeal bill. The 
total sales were 200, 02S shores. Closing 
bids : Canada Southern, 47Ji Canadian 
Pacific, 74 ; Central Pacific, 21.

Henry Clowe' circular, dale! Sep- 
tember 2, aiya :— During the past 
week, the financial situation has undergone 
a marked improvement, and not only at 
this centre, but throughout tho country at 
large. Tho bank statement of August 26 
showed that, upon tho week's average, the 
reserves of the banka remained 56,750,000 
helow the legal minimum; but the actual 
deficiency, at the end of the week, waa pro- 
bably not over 54,000,000. Since tho date 
of that statement, about $11,000,000 of 
gold haa been receiveel from Europe, 
tho major portion of which has gone 
into the bunks ; and tho receipts of 
money from tho interior have probably suf- 
ficed to offset tho shipments thither, while 
tho Sub-Treasury has continued to be debtor 
at the Clearing House. Thus, whatever 
may bo the showing of to-day's statement 
based upon averages, there can bo little 
question that tho banks hold, at tho end of 
the week, un amount ot lawful money in ex- 
cess of the legal reservo requirements. This 
baa naturally produced a more confident 
feeling among the banks, and though they 
are not yet materially extending their lourm 
or discounts nor retiring certificates, yet 
they uro getting uffuirs into form 
for giving tho public tho benefit of 
their improved condition at an eatly 
tlay. Everywhere, tho interior banks are 
getting into better shape. Many of thoso 
that have suspended uro resuming business ; 
and bank drawings upon New York have 
fallen to nominal dimensions. The near-by 
country banks are appearing again as buy- 
era of mercatitilo paper, which is a signifi- 
cant expression of returning confidence 
among a very cautious class of lenders. Tho 
savings banks have informally consid - 
ered tho propriety of offering to prepay 
deposits tho withdrawal of which has 
been notilieel, but aeent to have 
preferred to wait until the expiration of tho 
30 duya notifications. The thirty-day period 
terminated this week, tho rosult being that 
only 10 per cent, of that class of depositors 
withdrew their monoy. The notifications 
for withdrawal at tho end of sixty and 
ninety days uro being fast cancelled. It is 
thus clear that it would bo quite safo for the 
savings banks to muko tho suggested oiler 
of prepayment; and that fact suggests a 
probability that these institutions may Boon 
begin to return more or lesa of their cash 
funds to tho custody of tho regular 
banks. The dealings in currency have vir- 
tually oeased and the premium upon it has 
disappeared; which ia evidence on tho ono 
hand of the cessation of hoarding and on tho 
other of freer elitburacmonls in money at 
tho banks. The foregoing facta afford tho 
heat possible evidence of tho return of 
monetary and banking affairs to an approx- 
imately normal condition. 

The great event of tho wenk, and tho ono 



which, moro than anything clao, has con- 
tributed to thia important recovery, has 
boon tho overwhelming voto of the Houso of 
Representatives against uny iucreuse in our 
silver currency under tho Sherman law. 
That is an immense gain towards futuro 
confidence It meuna that, under no oir- 
cumatancea, will thia country tolerate any 
loose oxporimeuting with thia form of 
money, but will insist upon it ua a fixed 
policy that gold shall bo tho national stand- 
ard. Thia reatorea to tho nationul credit a rock 
foundation that will save it from such 
shocks ub it has latoly sustained. It also 
carri03 tho udvuntago of dissipating tho 
doubts among foreign holders of our securi- 
ties which huvo sent homo probably $160,- 
000,000 of them sinco tho Sherman Act took 
effect. Monday's voto, carrying with it the 
certainty of like action by tho Senate, haa 
been followed by u steady stream of buying 
ordors for Btocks and bonds from London, 
Frankfort, Amsterdam und Paris. The ex- 
tent of theso purchases may bo inferred 
from the fact that, although some $15,000,- 
000 of sterling billa borrowed 60 duya ago 
have matured within tho week, yet tho 
rates of exchange, instead of being thereby 
adversely affected, huvo been weak and 
verging on tho specie importing point. It 
ia to bo presumed that in Europe, aa well 
as at homo, there is among cautious invest- 
ors a disposition to defer buying until tho 
solution of the silver question is placed be- 
yond ull question by tho voto of tho Senate 
It ia therefore to bo expeeted that further 
purchases on foreign uccount will bo forth 
coming when tho Senoto has voted. 

Thia common advance out of the "slougl 
of despond" baa revolutionized tho tone of 
feeling in Wall street. Tho first effect waa 
u rush to cover "short'' sales, and the next 
a return to tho street of a class with ample 
means for taking in bargains. It has been 
in tho beat eenso u week for tho "bulls, 1 
who now aro onco moro in control of the 
market. lint for the occurrence of two 
great cycloues within u few days, with vast 
destruction of property and tho interruption 
of telegraphic communication with all parta 
of tho country, tho effect would huvo been 
still more marked; it haa resulted, however, 
in a general advance of soverul points in 
prices. 

Tho market has now reached a point at 
which it may bo expected to bo sustained 
by a steady and continuous improvement 
in tho conditions that influenco values. 
As confidence spreads through buninees, 
our interrupted industries will resume 
work, depleted atocka of merchandise 
will bo repleniahed, and tho catching 
up of three months of loat trade 
will causo a reviving spurt of activity. 
Thia commercial recovery will show its 
results in increased earnings of 'the rail- 
roads, and the whole country will return by 
a steady and sure process, if not to a normal 
activity — which is too much to expect so 
soon after BUtth utter prostration — yet to a 
moderate and conservative movement. Such 
a ohango carries with it legitimate reasons 
for a rise from the present very exception- 
ally low prices of securities, and wo com- 
mend to our frienda the policy of buying 
upon all drops in quotations.

End of tho Conspiracy Trials— The 
Prisoners Acquitted by 
a Jury. 

Favorable Showing 1 of Government 
Reserve Funds- -President Dole 
Predicts Annexation. 

Honolulu, Aug. 31, — Tho conapirncy 
trials huvo ended and the defendants, T. R. 
Wulker and A. Sinclair, have been dis- 
charged. As soon as the jury waa drawn it 
was a foregone conclusion that- tho prisoners 
would be discharged. Ericnds of tho Gov 
eminent ussert tho jury waa packed, con 
taining nino Royalists ; the verdict was 
brought in with the jury Btanding nine for 
acquittal and threo for conviction. 

The threatened coup d'etat haa been again 
postponed, Annexationists aasert that the 
prompt action of Admiral Skorroct in offer 
log to again land tho U.S. murines 
haa had much lo do with the postponement. 

The Minister of Finance, yesterday, made 
his weekly statement befo.-e the Councils, 
which shows that tho reserve fund has in- 
creased to §100,000 during tho luat three 
months. Ho ulso unuouncod privutely to 
tho Associated Press correspondent that 
hereafter ho would be ablo to pay all the 
liabilities of tho Government monthly in- 
stead of quurterly, aa heretofore 

A tempest in tho political teapot waa 
created, a fow duya ago, by a fow "kick- 
era " and odicc-aeekers in the Annexation 
club demanding that tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment ut onco removo all officers auapected 
of being Royalists, The movement iE 
backed by u few annexationists and mem 
bcia of tho Annexation club ; but the Gov 
eminent unel lending officers of the clul 
assert that tho fuct that Col. V. V. Aeh 
ford and C. H. Brown, discharged tax assesa 
ora, are prominent in the movement, causes 
them to attach little importance thereto. 

Word bus been received hero from Minis 
ter Thurston ut Washington that his belief 
iB that tho United Statea will recommend 
annexation inatead of a prot.ectorato, 
heretofore hinted at in tho American dis- 
patches. President Dole shares thia opinion
